Tlie entire passenger 
train vras brirned and, several freight 
, cars. The •wrecked, train was the 


Queen City Special, which carries a 


'. sleeper- and day coach from Chicago 


to Cincinnati and a sleeper to Indian 
apdlis. The passenger train, which Is 
No. 33, left Chicago at 11.30 last night 
A short distance from tills station 
while going at a high rate of speed, it 
collided with, a freight train. 


.Nearly every person aboard the 


flyer was sleeping and many of these 
were killed outright. Others suffered 
the horrors of slow cremation. Aid was 
Quickly at hand and some of tho In 
Jured -were saved before the flames 
got them. The cause of tho wreck is 
yet unknown, ,lmt is thought to have 
been true to a misunderstanding of slg 
oals. The passenger train and sev 
eral freight cars -were entirely con 
sumed by the flames.:-

The most terrifying and horrible 
•cenes were enacted at the wreck. 
Passengers who were sleeping In their 
berths were crushed and pinned down 
In the wreck before they had time to 
get rightly awakened. Their piteous 
pleas to be killed as the flames ap- 
proached them rended tho stoutest 
hearts. The train crew, those of them 
not injured or killed, and passengers 
who wore not hurt,1 were not able to 
get half of the persons caught In the 
wreckage out before the flre reached 
them and alowJy creraated them.
